Owing to the cares of a 
young and delicate family, 
personal ill-health, and other 
causes, Mrs, Banks’ pen, 
with tho exception of pro- 
ducing occasional pooms and 
reviews, remained compara- 
tivelyidle till about five years 
ago. It was then resumed 
at the express entreaty of 
Miss Eliza Cook and others, 
who argued that ‘‘ she must 
make time or she would 
never find it.” Happily, she 
profited by their: good coun- 
sel; the results up to this 
time being her ‘‘ God’s Pro- 
vidence House,” a story of 
1791, published. in 1865; 
and ‘Stung to the Qnick,” 
another three volume novel, 
which appeared towards tho 
close of last year. Tho scene 
of this story is laid in the 
north of England, and it 
presents ‘pictures of north- 
country mannersand society, 
and touches of real life, that 
tell of intimate acquaintanco 
with the scones and locali- 
ties which the author endea- 
vours, and successfully, to 
depict. Mrs. Banks is also 
joint author with her hus- 
band of a volume of songs 
and pooms, which appeared 
in 1865, entitled ‘* Daisies 
in the Grass,” and has been 
woll received. Many of the 
songs in this yolume haye 
been set to music, and are 
well-known in that connec- 
tion. 

We may montion, also, 
that Mrs. Banks has for 
many years catered — for 
ladies’ work ~tablos in a 
small illustrated periodical 
brochure, entitled“ Light 
Work for Leisure Hours; 
and that the Shakespeare 
Oak, planted on Primrose 
Hill, on the occasion of the 
Tercontenary celebration, 

Tere April, 1864, was christened 
by Mrs, Banks after being planted by Mr. Phelps, the

Mrs, Banks’ novels belong to the modern sensational 
school, if wo consider their plots, but they also contain 
descriptions of local scenery and glints of provincial 
social life that have a valuo in themselves. As a writer, 
she seems to be painstaking, not presuming to offer to 
the public that which costs her nothing. Her husband's 
pen hag been a busy one, for in addition to his labours 
as an author, ho has successively edited, wo believe, 
the Birmingham Mercury, Durham Chronicle, and Dublin 
Daily Bupress.

Cookery and Domestic Hints. 


A Litaur Sronan Caxz.—To three-quarters of a pound of 
lump-sugar put a teacupful of boiling water. Set it on the fire 
and make it boil, Then pour it hot over six eggs; whisk them 
together for half an hour; then add eight ounces of flour, and 
the minced peel of one lemon. Mix themall well together, and 
bake three-quarters of an hour. 

Smaty Rice Oaxrs.—Mix together, first, a quarter of a 
pound of ground rice, a quarter of a pound of flour, and half a 

ound of loaf sugar, ground and sifted; then add four eggs, 
eaving out two of the whites, and half a pound of butter, melted, 
but no hotter than will bring it to a liquid state. If liked you 
may add a few woll-washed currants. Distribute this composition 
into cakes, in baking-tins, and set them into the oven imme- 
diately. A brisk oven will bake them in less than half an hour. 

Ocsrarp Tant.—Cover a tart pan with puff paste ; stew some 
apples very soft, then rub them through a sieve, aweeten them 
to taste, and put them in the paste; make a oustard with half 
a’pint of cream or good milk; set it on to boil with a laurel 
leaf, a bit of lemon peel, and an ounce and a half of loaf sugar ; 
when it boils stir in the yolks of three eggs, stir till thick, and 
pour it over the apples. Beat the white of ten eggs to a very 
stiff froth and spread it over the custard, sift fine sugar on to 
it, and bake in the oven for about twenty minutes. Marma- 
lade or fruit tarts of any sort may be made in the same way. 

Auma Puppine.—Put into a basin half a pound of bread 
crumbs; add two ounces of sago, six ounces of suet, finely 
chopped, a quarter of a pound of sultana raisins, six eggs, well 
beaten, half a gill of rum, and one tablespoonful of apricot jam, 
Mix well together, and put into a basin thoroughly buttered. 
The pudding should be put into water just beginning to boil, 
and the baain, securely covered down, should be a little more 
than half immersed in the water. Boil gently over a slow fire 
for two hours; take i¢ out, passa knife gently between tho 
pudding and the basin; turn out and serve with the following 
sauce :—T'wo tablespoonfuls of apricot jam, and two glasses of 
white wine gently warmed in a saucepan and poured boiling 
over the pudding. 

Canary Puppina.—Take three eggs and their weight in 
sugar and butter; melt the lattor without oiling it, add to it 
the sugar, and the rind of one small lemon, very finely minced, 
and then gradually dredgo in as much flour as is equal to two 
of the eggs. Stir the mixture thoroughly, whisk and beat well 
the oggs, and add them lastly. Again mix thoroughly all tho 
ingredients, and boil for two hoursin a buttered mould or basin, 
Serve with sweet or wine sauce.

Crystatursep Favirs.—The following are the trade direc- 
tions for theso fruits :—Havo a square or round tin box, smaller 
at the bottom than the top, with wiro gratings made to fit at 
convenient distances, and having a hole with a tube or pipe to 
admit a cork, and drain offthe syrup. ‘lake any wet preserved 
fruits, drain from them the syrup, and dip them in lukewarm 
water to take off any syrup which may adhere to them ; dry them 
in the stove; when dried, place themin layers on the gratings, 
side by side, so as not to touch each other; continue in this 
manner with any sort of fruit until the box is full; then fix 
tho whole with a weight, to keep it steady. Boil a sufficiency 
of clarified sugar to fill the box to the degree of crystallisation 
or the blow, add a little spirit of wine, and remove it from the 
fire. When a thin skin has formed on the top, remove it care- 
fully with askimmer, and pour the sugar into the mould ; 
nest it in the atove at 90 degrees of heat, and let it remain for 

welve hours, then drain off the syrup intoa pan from a tube 
at bottom, and let it remain in the stove until quite dry; then 
turn them out by striking the box hard upon the table, separato 
them carefully, and put them in boxes with paper between each 
layer. When different fruits, pastes, knots, &o,, are mixed to- 
gether indiscriminately, it is termed mille-fruit candy. Any 
sort of fruit or gum pastes, when thoroughly dried, may bo 
crystallised in the same manner. When the syrup 15 drained 
off, if you find the size of the crystals iy not large enough, 
another lot of syrup may be prepared and poured over it; let it 
remain in the stove for seven or eight hours, then drain and 
finish as before, If small pieces of stick aro pushed down at 
each corner, or in any other vacancy, when you fill the mould, 
one of these may be withdrawn at any time you may wish to 
ascertain the size of the erystals, which will save the trouble of 

ivi scond charge of sugar. 

‘ Bicchavtse TO Se eeeave soll two pounds of Joaf sugar in 
a quart of water for twonty minutes; then put in your bar- 
berries and let them simmer for an hour; then pour them int) 
a glazed pan. Next day strain the syrup and add to it another 
pound of sugar, then let it simmer for half an hour ; put in the 
fruit again, and when the syrup 18 about to boil take it aif, 
When quite cool put tho preserve into proper Jars, and tiv 
down with loather or bladder, having brandied paper on the top 
of the fruit.

ADAME MICHELET, in her charming book the 
“Story ofmy Childhood,” remarks the Spectator, has 
soma interesting chapters about her dolls, yerything in 
hor circumstances favoured the development of the taste or, 
to speak more correctly, the passion.

first, received nows of hor serious illnoss, sho applied to the 
Queen for permission to resign her situation, fecling that 
to her mother she owed a more sacred duty than even to 
hor sovereign. ‘Lhe Queen, who had beon much pleased 
with her, would not hoar of her making this sacrifice, but 
said, in a tone of tho gentlest sympathy, «Go at onco to 
your mother, child; sta with her us long as sho needs 
you, and then come back to us, I will keep your place for 
you. Princo Albort and I will hear the childron’s lessons : 
so in any event let your mind bo at rest in rogard to your 
pupils.” The governess went, and had soyeral woeks of 
sweet mournful communion with her dying mother; then, 
when sho had seen that dear form laid to sleop under the 
daisies in the old kirkyard sho returned to the place where 
the loneliness of royal grandeur would have oppressed 
her sorrowing heart boyond endurance had it not been for 
the gracious womanly sympathy of the Queen, who camo 
every day into her schoolroom, and tho considerate kind- 
ness of her young pupils.

Harn-pressing ty Brirrany.—Tho custom of wearing tho 
hair in Brittany differs from that of other countries, and is not 
a little curious. ‘Tho men here wear long hair flowing about in 
tresses; but not so tho women, who do not regard it as an 
ornament. On the contrary, their hair is closely cut, and no 
part of the same is allowed to appear from beneath the cap. A 
girl who allows her hair to be seen, however fine or iagnineent, 
would be considered to disregard what was dus to the modeaty 
of her sex. Dealers in hair perambulate the country, and on 
féte days purchase the crops of the peasant girls, shearing them 
like so many sheep for twenty sous, or a cotton handkerchief 
worth about twelve or sixteen sous, per head, Those dealers 
are somotimes men, and sometimes women. They hava & 
basket by their side, into which each crop of hair is thrown, 
after being tied ina wisp. The hair of the peasant girls ia 
remarkably fine, and generally of a black or dark colour, though 
sometimes chesnut. Many a fair lady in London or Paris, 
whose beautiful head of hair attracts so many admirors, would 
not wish it to be discovered that her ehevadyre recently belonged 
to a peasant girl in the wilds of Brittany.

THE Social Science Association has held its great 
annual meeting, and the members haye gone home, we 
hope to ponder the many weighty questions that havo 
been debated and act as well as talk.

Sho 
was about to return to India in a short time, » Govern- 
ment had voted £1,200 per ‘bet for five-years to each of 
tho presidency capitals for the es of commencing an 
experimental normal female school. : In conclusion, Kriss 
Carpenter asked aid'in her work, _ By the assistance of 
kind friends she had received sufficient, added to her own 
resources, to commence the experiment, but not sufficient 
to carry it on for any length of tino, Migs Emily Davies’ 
paper wag read by Mr. Ernest Noel, and after dwelling on

O far as my limited experience extends, says 
Sala, the Austrian Tyrol, at least between 
the Trent and the Lake of Garda, seems to pro- 
duce nothing else but fleas, rocks, sallow people 
in rags, deformed by hugo goitres_on_ their 
throats, waterfalls and rifle bullets. Garibaldi’s 
army in 1866 paid their way wherever they went ; 
and wherever the ‘(hardy mountaineers’”’ had a 
chance they robbed us instead of allowing us to 
rob them. But we had a few members of the 
gentler sex with us, Thoy were a sprinkling of 
the saucy grisettes from Milan and Bergamo, who, 
loth to part with their swecthearts, had donned 
pantaloons and the camicia rossa, and passed tho 
inspectors of recruits, who wero not very par- 
ticular in June ’66, as volunteers. They wero 
soon discovered, however, and gallantly escorted 
to the place whence they came; or else they got 
footsore and fell out of the ranks. It was very 
itiablo to seo them sitting by the roadside, 
andaging their poor feet, whimpering or fairly 
blubbering like school girls who had lost their 
samplers; and moro than once I have given them 
a lift in the little “trap” I had been fortunate 
enough to hire. Braye old Tyroleso ‘‘ trap,” what 
has become of you, I wonder? An Italian friend 
of mine mado the campaign in a shandrydan which 
had cost him four pounds ten. It was quite a, 
grand affair, having two horses, worth about three 
pounds fifteen a-pieco. One of these horses was. 
lind, and he called him Homer; the other was u 
jibber, and could rarely be persuaded to adyanco: 
in the proper direction. ‘This horse he named Iu 
Marmora, 

I noticed that all the grisettes who travestied 
themselves in Garibaldian uniform were tall 
women-—lanky, die-away damsels, who looked 
vory prepasverous indeed in the ‘‘ pairs of tongs’” 
they had been adventurous enough to assume.. 
We had a fow regular baggage-waggon women, 
too—licensed sutlers, who, with little carts drawn 
by mules, followed the army with groceries and 
tobacco and wine. One of those Italian Moll. 
Flagons was as tall as a drum-major, and looked. 
nearly as strong. But there was no good in her. 
She soon ‘caved in” and ‘dried up,” to use 
American parlance, Sho was never to the fore 
when she was wanted, and always hid herself 
under her cart when any sounds of firing wera 


' audible. At last sho managed to get captured by a party 
| of Austrian foragers—cart, mule, bread, cheese, polenta, 


Barolo wine, and halfpenny ‘‘cavours” and all, and wo 
saw her no more, 1 hope the Tedeschi didn’t give her the 
bastinado, or shut her up in the Speilburg. 

So much for the tall women ; now just attend to me 
whilo I relato what tho little ones did, and of the good 
deeds that came from the Liliputians. We had but a fow, 
it is true; but their courage and their devotion were tre- 
mendous. They were full of pluck and ‘ po.”  Thoy 
trudged the yery boots off their little feet, and them 
philosophically swathed those members—which I have 
heard in domestic circles called by the playful name off 

‘ tootsies ’—with haybands or with scraps of matting, 
and trudged on as doggedly as before, When they couldl 
catch a pony they rodo him en cavilier, as English ladcios 
rode before Bohemian Anne was Queen, providing them- 
solves with knickerbockers after the sensible fashion in- 
troduced by the Unprotected Females of Norway. 

Our Little Women were by no means unprotected, Tho 
three I specially noticed were all married ; and, besides, 
were not all Garibaldi’s thirty-six thousand red-shirts: 
their protectors? Blood would have flowed had the 
slightest rudenoss or even discourtesy been shown to those: 
intrepid little Amazons. They never murmured, never 
grumbled, never repined, never declared that ‘ they were 
not acustomed to this kind of thing.” Thoy wero all 
fomale Robinson Crusoes—just the kind of little women 
who should have colonized Mr, Charles Reade’s island -~ 
or is it Mr. Dion Boucicault’s?—in ‘Foul Play.” If 
there was nothing but salt horse and weevily biscuit to 
cat, they fed and were thankful. I managed to procure 
about an ounce and a half of toa for ono of these Littlo 
Women at Salo, on the Lago di Garda, which tea cost me 
fiyo francs; and although more than half the compound 
seemed to be thyme, vervain, Scammony, rao, and chopped 
birch-twigs, we made a famous brew, in a red earthern 
pipkin, covered with a sardine-box to keep the flavour in, 


and enjoyed ourselves immensely, When and where the | 
Tittle Ones attended to the duties of tho toilette was a | 
mystery ; but they always looked fresh and tidy and clean, 

when we men were dusty and ragged and. as grubby.as 

chimney-sweeps, Porhaps they hung up a waterproof- 

sheet in front of a cascade while we were taking our 

midnight pipe and siosta, and converted that cool grot 
into a cabinet de toilette. hoy had an inoxhaustible fund 

of spirits, and were tho life and soul of the army. 

These three Little Women were all ladies : two of thom 
were English, and I am not justified to further . so parti- 
cularise their achieyements as to make their identity easy. 
Their names once mentioned would be recognised as 
household words to thousands of English ears, But this 
much I may without indiscretion record: that, after the 
Battle of Bezocca, the closing engagement of the campaign, 
the church was full of wounded Garibaldini, who lay thero 
for four hours without the slightest medical attendance, 
The doctors had not come to the front; the ambulances 
were not forthcoming ; the medicine-chests had been mis- 
laid; the surgical instruments could not be found; there 
was not even so much as a bandage or w tourniquet to be 
obtained, I know that one of these Little Women—an 
English lady of wealth, refinement, and position—marched 
into the midst of these human shambles where the poor 
Garibaldini lay on the bare pavement, many of them 

bleeding to death, and did then and there tear up every rag 
of linen sho had on her body, down to her very shift— 
pardon me madam, for using thatvulgarword; the genteel 
term is I know, a chemise; but in Lady Mary Wortley 
Montague’s time the innermost garment of a lady waa’ 
called a smock—convert these needments into bandages, 
and bind ap the wounds of those who were most sorely 
hurt. The blood and muck in that church—it was mid- 
summer, mind you—could have been equalled only by 
Cawnpore. ‘And then the Little Woman, with nothing 
but a stuff skirt and a woollen shawl to cover her—sho 
had absolutely and literally nothing else—went round 
the village from door to door begging for moro linen. 
Tho villagers were a diner shended, priest-ridden raco, 
who hated tho Garibaldini, and they drove the little 
Woman away with cursos,’ Sho, undaunted; went to the 
prints snapped her fingers in his housekeeper’s faco, 
ugged tho ecclesiastic away from his dinner, and posi- 
tively coerced him to follow her from one refractor 
cottager’s hut to another. When his reyverence—wit 
great reluctance, for he was an Austriacante~commanded, 
his flock obeyed. The Little Woman know well enough 
what command to give, and in twenty minutes all the 
women and girls in the village were hard at work scraping 
lint for tho Garibaldini. T believe this Little Woman, 
who may be at this moment illuminating medisval texts 
for a Sunday school, or making lapdog-penwipers from 
floss silk and tailor’s cuttings for a fancy fair at 
St. James’s Hall, ‘was capable, had she met with a 
furthor denial, of breaking into the vestry of the church 
and tearing up his reyorence’s alb and ‘all the choristers’ 
surplicos for additional bandages, ' : 

Tall women would have done tho same thing you may 
urge. It is possible, Grace Darling, the lighthouse 
heroine, was tall, So was the Countess Tsabella, who so 
stoutly held her castlo against the besiegers, and foreswore 
tho ministrations of all washerwomen until her beleagured 
stronghold was relieved. Marie Antoinette; if we are to 
trust Paul Delaroche’s picture, was tall; so was Mary 
Queen of Scots and they both died heroically. Elizabeth 
bad pluck enough for the wholo 88th regiment, and I 
doubt not would haye fought Philip IT, and the Duke of 
Alva single-handed, had they landed at Tilbury Fort. 
Ilora Macdonald was a lassie of considerable inches; the 
oloctioneoring Duchess of Devonshire was tall; so was 
Queen Caroline, who, whatever may have been her morals, 
cortainly fought a good fight against George IV. But T 
hold the tall heroines to be exceptional; and when we 
have all humanity to deal with, the exceptions aro rela- 
tively numerous. I told youin the outset of these papers 
that I preferred the axtremely Little. T adhere to the Little 
Women. Boadicea, you may depend upon it, was short. 
Zenobia was not of exorbitant stature, Her most gracious 
Majesty Queen Victoria is no giantess. The Princess of 
Wales is not colossal. Patti is diminutive, and Lucea 
ft a Liliputian.’ So was Jenny Lind ; so is now Ma- 
dame Goldschmidt. Miss Nightingale is slight and 
slender, And whore could you look for amore delightful 
little woman than Mrs, Keeloy ? I grant your exceptions ; 


but for ten tall heroines you bring me, T will eap them

Rothschild died in childbirth. Ag a maneral of the sad event 
the Baron some time ago gaye funds for the erection of a lying- 
in hospital for poor women.

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Ohe Sadies’ Garden, 
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We would strongly adviso such of our readers as are anxious 
to make the best use of their gardens at al) seasons, and are 
not content to reserve them merely for a brilliant display of 
bedding plants dusting three or four months of the year, to re- 
peruse our recommendations given during the last few weeks, 
and act accordingly; for October ig undoubtedly a valuable 
time to those who like a good show of spring flowers, as well as 
a propitious season for planting shrubs and tree pruning. 

Hardy perennials may now be divided for increase; and 
edgings of all kinds may bo planted or repaired. Most of the 
deciduous trees and shrubs caf be increased by layers, a 
very simple yet sure method. Let the ground be dug round 
the tree or shrub intended to be layered, then bring down the 
two-year-old shoots, peg them securely to the ground, and 
cover with earth to the depth of three or four inches. At the 
expiration of a year, most of the layers will be well rooted and 
ready to be taken off the parent tree, : 

Bedding plants to be potted off without delay, as soon as 
rooted. Strike calceolarias in quantities now, as thev make 
much better bedding stock than from cuttings in spring: 

' Bulbs to be planted at once, in order to be well rooted before 
winter, and the first batch of hyacinths for blooming under 
glass to be got into pots without & moment's delay. Many 
amateurs allow their gardens to remain dreary wastes in spring, 
because they fear the expense of purchasing good bulbs, a fear 
by tho way, that has very little basis to rest upon. ‘To such 
the following hints may be re-assuring and otherwise useful. 

Select the bulbs, plant them in clumps of not less than a 
dozen each for all small bulbs, and from five to seven each for 

of endeavouring to form geometric 
atterns of many distinct kinds, plant them with regard to 
hoight and colour only, and let every clump be of one distinct 
colour, and no mixtures anywhere, Yor this sort of work early 
single tulips may be had at from ninepence to eighteenpence a 
dozen, the double ones need not be used at all. Crocuses at 
eighteenpence to half-a-crown a hundred will give plenty of 
shouts use the common yellow, blue, and white, in distinct 
clumps. Most of the dealersin bulbs now sell hyacinths for 
beds in distinct colours, and good bulbs at from three to four 
shillings a dozen, and single snowdrops rarely cost more than 
eighteenpence a hundred. No garden should be without the 
winter aconite, Eranthus hiemalis, which can bo purchased for 
sixpence uw dozen, and there is nothing more cheerful in the 
whole catalogue of spring flowers than tho yellow blossoms it 
produces in profusion during January and February. Procure 
the bulbs early, and have all ready to plant as soon as the 
bedders begin to decline. the clumps are a foot apart, they 
will have a good solid effect when jn bloom, and, with proper 
care in planting and taking up, all except the hyacinths will be 
useful the next and future seasons, 

Roses may be bedded on briars till the middle of October, but 
the earlier the better. Those entered in Jnly have made good 
shoots, and should be looked over oceasionall y for the removal 
of wild buds below the work, The folluwing list of good 
hybrid perpetual roses will be useful to many of our readers, 
who are at this season naturally asking what are the best sorta 
to plant.

Frower Garpsn.—All border plants of questionable hardi- 
ness, or that are of high value, should be taken up and potted, 
to keep over winter in frames. Pot off rogted layers of carna- 
tions and picotees, and rooted offsets of auriculas, Propagate 
bedding plants, and get struck cuttings into small pots. 
Calceolarias should be struck in shallow pans, to be keptin the 
pans till early spring. Houso tender plants, and give plenty of 
air. Sow hardy annuals on firm ground, to stand the winter, 
for carly bloom next season. Cather geedg of all kinds as soon 
as ripe. : 

Greennovss AND Srov £.—Hard-wooded plants require to be 
well ripened before housing. Give plenty of light and air to 
cinerarias and primulas. Pines want a humid atmosphere and 
full sunlight. ‘ ; 

Azaleas and camellias to be Sytinged frequently, but not so 
much watered at the root as during the previous months. 

Pelargoniums.—If the weather continues wet, house the plants 
a little earlier than usual, but allow in both night and day for 
the first week.

The 
family to which she belonged seems to bo a long-lived one. 
Her father died at the age of 99, and she leaves a daughter in 
her 79th year. 


One night last week, Miss Mary Slater, daughter of Mr. John 
Slater, manufacturer, and a magistrate of Carlisle, received such 
foarful injuries by her dress taking fire while she was reading 
in her bedroom, that she died at seven the following morning 
in great agony.
